The dream of a Greenbelt 
museum is moving toward 
reality thanks to the work 
of the Greenbelt Museum 
Committee under the chair¬ 
manship of Christina O’¬ 
Boyle, with the cooperation 
of the city government and 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (G- 
HI). The first exhibit will 
be presented in 1987 as part 
of the city’s Fiftieth Anni¬ 
versary celebration. 

First proposed in 1972 in a 
letter to the Editor of the Green¬ 
belt News Review, the idea of a 
museum of the Thirties commem¬ 
orating the founding of Green¬ 
belt, one of America’s earliest 
planned towns, has surfaced sev¬ 
eral times since then but is now 
taking concrete form. In a sense, 
all of Old Greenbelt is a monu¬ 
ment to that dramatic period in 
our natron's history that followed 
the stock-market crash of 1929 
and preceded our entry into the 
Second World War, but with the

provements” in the appearance 
of the town and it3 individual 
structures have inevitably taken 
place. Therefore, the creation of 
a museum in which objects of 
historical and artistic interest 
relating to the period of the 
Great Depression and the New 
Deal can be preserved and dis¬ 
played seems timely. Also, such 
objects can still be obtained rela¬ 
tively easily and inexpensively,

of particular interest to Green- 
belters since one segment was 
filmed last November here in 
Greenbelt. 


Workers hummed along with 
the tune of the new US A-Africa 
hit song “We Are the World” as 
they set up tables and literature, 
prepared films and slide shows, 
helped each other with posters, 
and became acquainted with new 
friends from all over the county 
who shared their commitment to 
peace. The biggest challenge of 
ithe day seemed to be how to fit 
the equipment of 35 diverse or¬ 
ganizations into the few tables 
available in a room that seemed 
to shrink like a scene from Alice 
in Wonderland as the groups con¬ 
tinued to flow in. Somehow, 
everyone managed to find a space 
before the flair officially opened 
with its “Building Bridges Work¬ 
shop” at 11 a.m. 

For one and one-half hours, 
county groups such as the 
Baha’is, NOW, the Sierra Club, 
Gray Panthers, and Presbyter¬ 
ians focussed on the one concern 


they all share—how to create a 
more peaceful world. The discus¬ 
sion was positive, productive, 
and hopeful. 

At 1 p.m., when the doors were 
opened to the public, exhibitors 
were relieved to find an enthu¬ 
siastic audience ready to appre¬ 
ciate their efforts. More than 200 
came to celebrate Peace and to 
learn new ways of committing 
themselves to that ideal. Some 
of the highlights included the 
peacemaking puppets of Sid Con¬ 
ger and a video made by an 
American film crew showing in¬ 
terviews with the “Soviet-on-the- 
streat” discussing perspectives 
on peace which Americans rarely 
consider. 

The celebration ended w ! th a 
sing-a-long and “peace-launch”. 
All joined hands and released bal¬ 
loons bearing messages of peace 
to the world. “Eleanor Roosevelt 
would be proud of us!” reflected 
one of the Peace Fair organizers. 


Cassels and Mike Burchick were 
top vote getters in Hie board 
election, each earning a three 
year term. Joe Timer and Tom 
Lammons will serve two years 
and Charles Sarahan, Margaret 
Hogensen and James Foster will 
each serve one year. 

Sales 

Sales for the ten months of 
operations totalled $2.2 million 
with personnel expenses at 
10.6%, a healthy relationship, ac¬ 
cording to treasurer Joe Timer. 
Weekly sales have increased 
steadily from $62,800 per week 
for the first five weeks of busi¬ 
ness last summer to $74,000 a 
week as an overall average to 
$77,000 a weok for the first five 
weeks of 1985. 

Net earnings for the 10 months 
are $105,300. GCC’s board voted 
in December to return 50% or 
$52,670 in patronaee refunds of 
which 20% will be paid out in 
cash to members (as required by 
federal law) and 80%- retained 
as member capital for use by the 
co-op. 

The three-year Co-op Bank 
loan is being repaid on time, ac¬ 
cording to Timer. As evidence of 
its good financial pos’tion, he 
said, the Coop was able to ac¬ 
quire the gas station on South¬ 
way without borrowing. 

Grocery Manager 

“When we took over operation 
of the grocery store in June 1984 
we faced major challenges,” store 
manager Bob Davis told his audi¬ 
ence. “The old co-op had not

made money, and most of the 
skilled employees left. We had 
to hire new and inexperienced 
staff and there were delays in ac¬ 
quiring the transfer of the 
pharmacy and l ; quor licenses, 
leading to some losses in both 
areas,” he explained. 

“We have overcome those ob¬ 
stacles,” he continued “our op¬ 
erations are in the black; we now 
have a solid staff of experienced 
employees; and our first three 
months in ’85 are encouraging. 
Our goals for the coming year 
are improved facilities, improved 
services, and higher sales vol¬ 
ume.”

Kindergarten Registration 
Set for April 24-30 

Registration for kindergarten 
classes next fall in the public 
elementary schools of Prince 
Georges County will be held April 
24 through April 26, and April 
29 and 30. All children who will 
be five years old on or before 
January 1, 1986, are eligible 

for registration in kindergarten 
classes this fall. 

Registration for kindergarten 
requires parents or legal guard¬ 
ians to provide both a proof of 
age (Ibirth certificate) and a proof 
of residency in Prince Georges 
County, which also includes the 
completion of the Affidavit of 
Disclosure to verify residency as 
required by law. 

In addition, all children enter¬ 
ing the public schools for the 
first time must provide proof of 
immunization against various 
d : seases, as required by the 
Maryland State Department of 
Health. The immunizations in¬ 
clude those against: diphfJieria, 
pertussis (whooping cough) for 
children seven years old and 
younger, tetanus, polio, rubella 
(German or three-day measles), 
and rubeola (Red or 10-day 
measles).

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GHI Board Works on Plaas for Anaual Meeting

Preparations for the an¬ 
nual membership meeting 
occupied most of the March 
28 meeting of the Board of 
Directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. The board selec¬ 
ted, for recommendation to 
the membership, 14 bylaws 
from a list worked out by 
the Ad Hoc Committee and 
the corporation legal counsel. 
In addition, the board will 
recommend that many edi¬ 
torial changes be accepted in 
order to correct or update 
the bylaws. 

Among the changes to be rec¬ 
ommended is a new article ob¬ 
ligating the corporation to reim¬ 
burse any director, officer or em¬ 
ployee of the corporation for any 
liability incurred in the perform¬ 
ance of duties which were dis¬ 
charged in good faith. Other 
changes would allow manage¬ 
ment to spend up to $5,000 with¬ 
out specific approval by the board 
of directors; raise from $1,500 to 
$5,000 the amount the board 
could spend without a formal con¬ 
tract; allow the board to enter 
into multi-year contracts (with 
a 5-year, $20,000 per year limit) 
without approval of the member¬ 
ship. 

Boiler Rooms 

A split developed in the board 
on the issue of whether to make 
specific recommendations to the 
membership on possible use of 
the four large boiler rooms or 
whether the board should merely 
present the options without board 
recommendations. By a 4-2 vote 
in each case (Directors Frank 
Crervasi and Mark Dombrowski 
not present) the board decided to 
recommend that the bo’ler room 
on Research Road be converted 
to a community center and that 
the other three be converted to 
living space. Directors Janet 
Cantwell and Debbie Hartwick 
voted against all four motions, 
stating that they preferred not 
to recommend a specific use for 
the boiler rooms. 

In another split, the board 
deadlocked 3-3 on a motion to 
spend more than $12,000 renovat¬ 
ing 12-D Plateau Place, a unit 
which has been owned by GHI 
since 1979 and rented out. In 
answer to Cantwell’s query, Gen¬ 
eral Manager Ron Colton said 
that the unit w : U require exten¬ 
sive repairs to bring it up to 
standard and that management 
would be reluctant to put a sub¬ 
standard unit on the market. 

Cantwell maintained that some 
of the proposed renovations were 
maintenance items and should be 
corrected by maintenance. It was 
pointed out that maintenance 
time would be paid for by all 
members whereas contract costs 
would be recouped by the cor¬ 
poration from the sale price. 

When the vote came, Directors 
Ray MeCawley, Don Volk and 
Wayne W'lliams voted to author¬ 
ize the contract; Directors Cant- 
well, Hartwick and Mac Wirick

opposed the motion. President 
Margaret Hogensen broke the tie 
in favor of awarding the con¬ 
tract, explaining that the cor¬ 
poration will be losing money 
while the unit is not on the mar¬ 
ket and that it can be renovated 
more quickly by a contractor than 
by the GHI maintenance de¬ 
partment, which has many other 
commitments to members at this 
time of year. The authorization 
will have a second reading at the 
next meeting. 

The board accepted a report 
from the Member and Commun¬ 
ity Relations Committee on oc¬ 
cupancy criteria. At the board’s 
request, the committee had ex¬ 
amined community sentiment 
about a change in the marital 
status clause of the occupancy 
criteria, which currently limit 
occupancy of GHI units to mar¬ 
ried couples or close relatives. 
The committee’s report sum¬ 
marized comments made at a 
forum held in January and for¬ 
mulated five points which the 
committee members recommend¬ 
ed for legal review. The report 
also recommended that the ques¬ 
tion of changing the marital sta¬ 
tus clause be decided by a mem¬ 
ber referendum The board 
agreed to send the po'n.ts raised 
in the report to the corporation 
counsel for review. 

Board Criticized 

The meeting also included an 
attack on the present, board by 
member Steve Curtis, who char¬ 
acterized it as a “replacement 
board” and criticized it for a 
long list of “sins of omission.” 
These allegat'ons included delay 
in addressing the moisture prob¬ 
lems and a structural repair pro¬ 
gram which he described as 
“more cosmetic than structural.” 
He blamed a perceived apathy on 
the part of the community on the 
“board’s own apathy.” As evi¬ 
dence of this, he cited some board 
members’ other community in¬ 


volvement, particularly Hogen- 
sen’s candidacy for two other po¬ 
sitions. This was presumably a 
reference to her candidacy for a 
seat on the board of the National 
Cooperative ■ Bank and on the 
board of the Greenbelt Consumer 
Cooperative. Curtis predicted 
“definite problems” if the board 
continues “to ignore (its) respon¬ 
sibilities under the bylaws.” 

The subject of the continued 
cracking of bulidings in the 6 
Court of Hillside was again dis¬ 
cussed in connection with final 
passage of a motion authorizing 
a 6-month monitoring of the 


cracks to help determine the 
cause. Former director John 
Lewis reminded the board that 
during his board tenure he had 
supported the use of lime slurry 
as an attempt to stabilize the 
foundaiton of the buildings most 
affected by cracking. He opposed 
any further studies, saying the 
board “already has a report from 
Lyons (Associates).”

The store recently held a 5% 
discount day for all patrons. 

“We expect to serve the com¬ 
munity for many years to come 
and we are confident we will 
earn your support,” Davis con¬ 
cluded.

The eleventh annual Bay 
Bridge Day will be Sunday, April 
14, when the eastbound span of 
the bridge will he closed to traf¬ 
fic and opened to pedestrians for 
a 4.3 mile walk across Chesa¬ 
peake Bay.

County Ordinance Requires

beware!

Appli¬ 
cation* can be obtained by con¬

There is a registration fee 
which is valid for two years. Off- 
the-road motorcycles are required 
to be registered upon sale or 
transfer to any new owner. 

Prince Georges County Council¬ 
man Richard J. Castaldi issued 
the warning today, noting that he 
authored the legislation for the 
l censing requirement. 

Castaldi said the ordinance 
came about after he and other 
council members received numer¬ 
ous complaints throughout the 
county, particularly in the 
Spring when cyclists take to 
drainage ditches, open fields and 
other areas adjacent to residen¬ 
tial communities.

dressers, chairs, and tables—have 
already been donated to the City. 
Some are in use in the city of¬ 
fices; others are in storage await¬ 
ing the necessary refinishing. 

All the rooms will be fully 
decorated, using fabrics, rugs, 
dishes, ornaments, games, and 
other objects of the period. Cos¬ 
tumed mannequins will show 
family members engaging in ty¬ 
pical Greenbelt activities of the 
period, such as selecting products 
to be offered for sale in the Co-op 
food store, doing makeup for the 
Cooperator (the original name of 
the News Review), or other tasks 
reflecting Greenbelt’s special and 
unique history. An introductory 
exhibit and a locally-produced 
videotape will provide back¬ 
ground and orientation. 

Special Exhibits 

No museum can hope to at¬ 
tract a steady stream of visitors, 
especially from outside its local 
community, without well-planned 
special exhibits, mounted annual¬ 
ly or more often, that focus on 
topics of broad general interest 
related to the museum’s basic 
purpose. For Greenbelt’s museum 
this could involve displays of 
Depression glass, WPA art, Art 
Deco sculpture, New Deal politi¬ 
cal cartoons, and Dust Bowl pho¬ 
tography, as well as objects 
educating the public about 
planned communities, the coop¬ 
erative movement, etc. 

It is hoped that space will per¬ 
mit the inclusion of a community 
room in which local organizations 
could present exhibits and lec¬ 
tures as part of the museum’s 
educational program. 

GHI Duplex Sought 

The long-range goal of the Mu¬ 
seum Committee is to acquire an 
original Greenbelt duplex cons’st- 
ing of two houses with attached 
garages, close to the Center, to 
serve as the permanent home of 
the museum. Letters will soon be

inviting them to consider donat¬ 
ing or selling their homes to the 
City for a museum when they 
decide to dispose of them. Plaques 
bearing the names of the donors 
will be placed on the building in 
a prominant location. It is ex¬ 
pected that significant tax advan¬ 
tages could accrue to individual 
donors or estates. 

If a permanent home has not 
been obtained by the Fift : eth 
Anniversary year of 1987, the 
first exhibit will take place in 
temporary quarters in or near 
the Center. 

Bond Issue Referendum 

On May 15, the Greenbelt elec¬ 
torate will vote on a five million 
dollar bond issue referendum for 
capital improvements, and the 
Museum Committee is hopeful 
that some of this money will be 
allocated to the museum. The 
Committee will be making a for¬ 
mal presentation to the City 
Council in the near future, de¬ 
tailing plans for the museum and 
outlining budget estimates. 

Eventually, at least one paid 
staff member will be needed. In 
addition, volunteers will play a 
vital part in every facet of the 
museum program. Docents will be 


trained to give guided tours, and 
student interns will be sought to 
help with the research and prep¬ 
aration of exhibits and the con¬ 
struction of exhibit spaces. 

Help Is Needed 

The Museum Committee needs 
the input, support, and, in some 
cases, special expertise of Green- 
belters. They want to hear from 
citizens who are excited about 
the idea of creating a brand-new 
museum, especially those with 
backgrounds and interest in the 
following areas: 

—Museum work, art, architec¬ 
ture, archaelogy, anthropology, 
history, writing, photography, 
interior design, costume, etc. 

—Furniture refinishing, build¬ 
ing conatrucUon and carpentry, 
sewing.

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE HE OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION AS AMEND¬ 
ED), TITLE “CORPORATION - MUNICIPAL”, SUB - TITLE 
“HOME RULE”, TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY 
OF GREENBELT, FOUND, IN WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE 
COMPILATION OF MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND 
! (1983 EDITION AS AMENDED) AS PREPARED BY THE 
DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE PURSUANT 
TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE ACTS OF THE GENERAL ASSEM¬ 
BLY OF MARYLAND OF 1983, BY REPEALING AND RE- 
! ENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS CERTAIN SECTIONS OF 
THE CHARTER CONTAINED IN THE DIVISION TITLED 
' “ELECTIONS”; TO PROVIDE FOR AN AMENDMENT IN 
SECTION 16. “BOARD OF ELECTIONS- GENERALLY”, TO 
CLARIFY THE LANGUAGE CONCERNING THE POWERS 
OF THE BOARD TO REMOVE JUDGES AND CLERKS; TO

unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which shall be 
the 27th day of April, 1985, there shall be presented to the 
Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it by 
registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty per¬ 
cent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular election 
of the O’-ty of Greenbelt, requesting that the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City 
of Greenbelt.

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City Police Study Creates Stir 
At Televised Council Meeting 

by Mavis Fletcher 

At the first televised city council meeting on March 18, 
viewers were treated to the sight of Councilman Richard 
Pilski and Thomas White criticizing City Manager James 
Giese for having received a draft report from Public Ad¬ 
ministration Service, the firm council chose to conduct a 
survey of the police department, before the council re¬ 
ceived it. According to Giese, he and Police Chief Frank 
Hutson were asked by PAS to review, for factual errors, 
the draft of the report for this purpose. 


White and Pilski both took is¬ 
sue with the idea of anyone in 
the city government having a 
copy of the draft before the 
council received it. Pilski said he 
was upset because the study went 
to people in the department being 
studied. “I feel left out,” he said. 
Giese said that he and Hutson 
had merely cooperated with PAS 
in doing the PAS review. When 
White said that he was still in¬ 
terested in seeing a copy of the 
draft delivered “to the city,” 
Giese replied that he was “per¬ 
fectly willing to deliver my copy 
to the council.” There followed a 
long discussion about how much 
it would cost to reproduce Giese’s 
copy, how long it would take and 
who wanted one. Councilwoman 
Antoinette Bram offered at one 
point to pay for her copy her¬ 
self. Councilman Edward Putens 
offered to share a copy and May¬ 
or Gil Weidenfeld said he would 
wait for the printed copy from 
PAS. 

Having arrived at the main 
part of the agenda, the council 
quickly passed enabling resolu¬ 
tions to allow voters to decide 
on a proposed $6 million city 
bond issue. The referendum on 


this issue is set for May 14. The 
council also voted to make some 
changes in swimming pool fees 
for the Greenbelt pool for this 
summer. As a result of the 
changes, a $10 fee will be charged 
for each child for swimming les¬ 
sons regardless of the number of 
children from a family. A $15 
family limit had previously been 
in effect. A fee of $32.50 will be 
charged for a season pass for a 
r.on-resident senior citizen. A 
non-resident senior citizen may 
also swim for a daily admission 
of $1, half the rate for younger 
non-residerits. Resident seniors 
swim for free. 

Chi Chi’s 

In council’s continuing struggle 
to influence the commercial de¬ 
velopment within the city, it 
agreed to send a letter to Sidney 
Brown, owner of Beltway Plaza, 
requesting consideration of con¬ 
cerns raised by the Advisory 
Planning Board in connection 
with Chi Chi’s Restaurant. The 
APB's concerns included a side¬ 
walk on Greenbelt Road, pedes¬ 
trian access from the parking lot, 
landscaping and signage. Council

Planning Board be requested to 
deny the preliminary plan for 
subdividing two parcels of land 
located at the rear of Beltway 
Plaza to the side and rear of the 
ARCO Mini-Mart.

Council 
voted to approve a negotiated 
purchase of blue uniforms on a 
vote of 4-1, with Bram opposed. 

The council also gave approval 
for final negotiation of a con¬ 
tract for a city computer system. 
According to Giese’* report. Di¬ 
rector of Finance Casimir Prybyl 
and Administrative Assistant Mi¬ 
chael McLaughlin had worked for 
an extended period with staff 
members of Bowie and College 
Park on the selection of a com¬ 
puter system. The selected vendor 
is Automated Counselors, Inc. of 
Frederick for software to be used 
with an IBM minicomputer. The

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Indian Artifact Found 
In Greenbelt Park 

An object that appeared to be 
an Indian artifact was found in 
Greenbelt Park on Wednesday, 
March 27 by Tim Brown, a 
Greeribelt resident. The artifact 
is about 5 inches long by 3 inches 
high and is made out of sand¬ 
stone. Brown said it seemed to 
him that the stone was worked 
by human hands, and he be¬ 
lieved it to be an Indian toma¬ 
hawk head or spear point as it is 
bigger than an arrowhead. 

The artifact was found in the 
bank of a stream in the park. 
Brown said he noticed several 
stones in an eroded part of the 
stream bank, pulled them out, 
and discovered one of them 
seemed worked by human hands. 

According to the park ranger, 
there are some Indian burial sites 
in the park, but she could not 
remember a similar find in 
Greenbelt Park. The artifact will 
be examined by a park resource 
person, and if necessary by an 
investigative unit at the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution. 

City officials could not recall 
any recent finds of Indian arti¬ 
facts in Greenbelt, however, In¬ 
dian arrowheads have been found 
in the past. 

If a person should find an In¬ 
dian artifact in Greenbelt Park, 
a park ranger should be notified 
or if a ranger cannot be found 
a note with the person’s name 
and phone number should be left 
at the ranger station.
